The writer of these slight notices, in the description which 
is affixed to the view of the interior of the room where the 
manuscript of the first of that delightful series of tales lay so 
long neglected, which has spread the fame of Sir Walter Scott 
to tne remotest parts of the civilized world, ventured to hope 
that the period of his existence might be prolonged to a far 
distant date; he little imagined that at the close of this work 
he should so forcibly have felt " how vain are the hopes of 
man!" and that the completion of his task would be the 
description of the spot, where the mortal remains of this great 
man are deposited. Dryburgh is distant nine miles from 
Melross, and is beautifully situated on the banks of the Tweed, 
embosomed in trees, in a retired and agreeable country. There 
are fewer remains of this interesting pile than are to be met 
with in the other ruins for which this part of Scotland is cele- 
brated. The nave of the church is almost wholly demolished, 
and nothing but the foundations of the pillars remain. The 
most considerable part is the north transept, which is attached 
to one of the pillars supporting the tower. The late Earl of 
Buchan, the proprietor of the building, was very much attached 
to it ; and on the brow of the hill erected a colossal statue of 
the Scottish hero Wallace, executed by a native artist, from 
the red stone taken out of the quarry which supplied mate- 
rials for the abbey. 

In this building, on the 26th September, 1832, were depo- 
sited the remains of one of the greatest men that have adorned 
the literature of our country since the days of Shakspeare. 

Sir Walter Scott was born on the 15th of August, 1777; 
and died at Abbotsford, on the 21st of September, 1832.

The city of Basle is situated on irregular ground, and is 
divided by the Rhine into two unequal parts. The com- 
munication between the two divisions of the city is maintained 
by a large stone bridge, which, as it was erected long after 
the time in which the date of this novel is placed, has been 
omitted in this view, in the hope of rendering it more in 
accordance with what its appearance at that remote period 
must have exhibited. The cathedral, its chief ornament, is 
a Gothic structure, built of red stone of a very deep colour 
obtained from a quarry in the vicinity of the town. It con- 
tains a tomb erected to the memory of Erasmus. In the 
Hotel de Ville is an apartment decorated with paintings by 
the celebrated Holbein, a native of this toWn. Fragments of 
the Dance of Death, said by Bishop Burnet to be the work 
of this eminent artist, were seen by him during his travels 
?n Switzerland, but so defaced that very little was to be 
discerned except shapes and postures. In the public library 
are several paintings by Holbein, and a valuable collection of 
antiquities and natural history.

The ruins of this ancient fortress stand on a peninsula of the 
noble lake Loch Awe, about four miles from Dallmally, from 
whence the finest view is obtained. 

This castle was built about the year 1440, by the lady of 
Sir Colin Campbell, during his absence in the Holy wars. In 
this lonely residence she passed her time in anxious expectation 
of his return. At a later period it was greatly enlarged by 
the Earls of Breadalbane, who made it the chief residence of 
their powerful family. 

When the rebellion of 1745 broke out, it was occupied by 
an English garrison, placed there to secure this important 
Highland pass, and to preserve the tranquillity of the sur- 
rounding country. 

This castle, however, built originally, as was the custom of 
those days, of the strongest materials, but with no care now 
taken for its preservation, is fast yielding to the destructive 
hand of Time. 

What does not fade ? The tower that long has stood
